SUBJECT: United Nations Day 


President Johnson has proclaimed Sunday, October 24, 1965, as United 
Nations Day to commemorate the 20th anniversary of the founding of this organi- 
zation which plays such a vital role throughout the world.

TO REAFFIRM FAITH IN FUNDAMENTAL HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND THE SOVEREIGN EQUALITY OF NATIONS 
LARGE AND SMALL 


TO ESTABLISH CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH JUSTICE 
AND RESPECT FOR INTERNATIONAL LAW CAN BE MAINTAINED 


TO PROMOTE SOCIAL PROGRESS AND BETTER STANDARDS 
OF LIFE IN LARGER FREEDOM
